.Washington — (NBA) — With 
the Korean war this far along, a 
better appraisal of where we go 
from here is possible. Some of 
the original estimates of the situa- 
tion have been considerably 
re- 
vised. 


The Korean war is now regarded 


a» a test case. Pentagon briefing 
officers have been consistently ppti- 
$aiitic in declaring that the United 
Dilates and its UN allies could win 
this campaign. 


They hardly say anything else. 


To admit for a minuute that the 
UN forces could be pushed 
off 


Korea would be rank cowardice. 


There is unanimous military opin, 


ion that the beachhead can be held, 
enlarged, and the line pushed back 
to the 38th parallel. But it is no 
longer considered a simple police 
lection, as it was in the beginning, 
There is some opinion that 
this 


campaign can be concluded by the 
end of the year. Other estimates 
have been that it might not be con- 
cluded until next spring or summer. 


Whatever the date, the need for 


as speedy a windup as possible is 
emphasized. If the United States 
can't end the campaign within a 
year, it will give the Russians and 
the Chinese Reds the idea that the 
J7. S. is not so tough. The sooner 
Tt is ended, the better a lesson it 
will be for other Communist satel- 
lites. 


The most pessimistic estimate is 


that if we get pushed off, we go 
back. We have to. Just as we had 
to go back after Bataan. 


One'of the first impressions was 


that in Korea, the Commies had 
struck the United States where it 
was weakest. Korea is 5,000 miles 
L'jem San Francisco — a long sup 
•ply line. Logistics problems aro 
admittedly great. 


Old Red* Choose Best Place For 
Aggression? 
'But a second look reveals that 
perhaps the Russians could 
not 


have chosen a better place — from 
the American point of view. The 
U. S. had two divisions in Japan 
which could be spared for imme- 
diate duty in Korea, only a few 
Hundred miles away. There 
was 
tome Air Force strength on Japan 
and Okinawa. American, British 
and Australian naval vessels could 
be quickly assembled. There were 
supply dumps from the last war 
left oh Pacific islands. There was 
a-good debarkation port at Pusan. 


The total was not all that could 


be -desired, but it was something 
and it was better than nothing. 
In summary, the U. S. forces were- 
better able to aid resistance 
to 


^.ggrcssioft -te Korea • than 
they 


would be in IndoChina, Siam, Bur 
ma, India, Tibet, Iran, 
Greece, 


Yugoslavia, Austria or Germany. 
At any of these other poinnts, the 
U. S. might not be able to do what 
it has done in Korea.. 


Where the Communists will strike 


next • is of course known only to 
a few people in Moscow. They have 
cried, "Wolf!" all over the world. 
But it is unlikely they will tele- 
graph their actual punch. 
I Some deductions are nevertheless 
obvious. If the Communists attack 
Formosa or in South Asia, they 
commit only Chinese Red or native 
revolutionary forces. If they a 
attack Yugoslavia, the commit only 
Balkan satellite forces. If they at 
tack in Iran, they must 
commit 


Russian troops. 


Maneuvers Take On New Mean- 
ing 
If the Communists attack in Ger 


ifnany, the must also commit Rus- 
sian troops. One great mistake not 
generally known about in the four 
power arrangement on Germany 
was that the Russians were given 
two maneuver areas in eastern 
Germany. The areas run right up 
to the western boundary of the Rus- 
sian zone, abutting U. S. and 
British zones. 
Twice a year the Russians have 


held extensive maneuuvers 
in 


these areas. They have 
always 


flayed at making attacks 
front 


east to west. But they have stopped 
when they reached the border of 
the American and 
British zone. 


Some day they might hold a mane- 
uver and keep going. That's what 
the North Koreans did when they 
crossed the 36th parallel. 


The United States and its Euro- 


pean allies must be prepared for 
this attack, U and when it comes. 
Unfortunately, they have to meet 
it the hard way. It is contary to U. 
fe. policy to attack first. Any idea 
of a preventive war is generally 
frowned on. So at first it must be 
a defensive war. 


There may be a counterattack, 


fast — by air, for instance — to 
knock out enemy productive capa, 
city. This strategic effort will not 
in itself stop the Communist forces 
from trying to overrun western 
Europe. 
There must be a firm line 
in 


.Europe to hold this aggression — 
just as there was a thin line to hold 
the North Korean aggression until 
reinforcements can arrive. That is 
why Korea is now regarded as the 
test case for all future possible 
actions.

manager for the Southwestern Bell 
announced today. The contract fyas 
awarded yesterday to the C. and B 
Construction Company 
of 
Hot 


Springs. 


The one-story, red brick building 


will be located on a 100-foot-froht 
lot just south of the Josephine Hos- 
pital and directly across 
South 


Main from the 
Baptist 
Church. 


Address of the new building will 
be 320 South Main. 


Plans for the building as drawn 


up by the Architects, Erhart, Eic- 
helbaum and Rauch, call for a 
contemporary design, stone—trim, 
and steel joist roof construction. 
Fluorescent 
lighting and asphalt 


tile floors will be used through- 
out. 


Fifteen feet of lawn will separ- 


ate the building from the sidewalk. 
The building will have a 72 fool 
frontage and will extend back 81 
feet. 


The entrance, centered at 
the 


front of the building, will lead in- 
to a vestibule. Just to the right, in 
the northeast corner will be the 
telephone company's business of- 
fice. 


Dial switching equipment will oc- 


cupy a greater part of the rear 
floor space and will be generally 
on the north side, The switchboard 
for handling dial assistance ' calls 
and long distance calls will be in 
a room in the west rear area. An 
operator's rest room and locker 
room will ^e situated in/Jjbai south- 
west cprnel^bf the;,structure. | s 


A boiler 'room arid emergency 


engine room will be located to the 
rear of the building. Purpose of 
the emergency diesel engine will 
be to assure uninterrupted 
tele- 


phone service at times when the 
commrcial electric power supply 
may be temporarily interrupted. 


All telepho/ie wires will enter 


the building by underground cables 
leading into a 'cable vault. Immedi- 
ately north of the new building a 
concrete drive will lead to a park- 
ing area for company vehicles at 
the rear of the lot.

A Soldier Has to Find Some 
Way to Kill the Boredom 
of War-A Comic Book Helps

Korea, — (JP)— A. soldier has 
to 


find some way to kill the bore- 
dom of battle. 


One day I visited 
a 
forward 


command post in a gully near the 
Naktong river. The position has 
been heavily shelled 
and mor- 


tared all day. One shellburst 
a 


half hour before had killed an of- 
ficer and wounded his driver. 


Those in the gully were hunched 


against its dies for protection and 
their eyes held a tense expression. 
But one soldier across the 
way 


was leaning comfortably against 
the bank and frowning intently at 
a paper-bound book. 


I _started to walk across to him. 


A shell hit some hundred yards 
or so behind us just then. 


The gully s e e m e d suddenly 


wider and barer than a six lane 
freeway. 


"What are you r e a d i n g ? " I 


called. 


The soldier, Cpl. Lloyd A. Hahn, 


of Baldwin Park, Calif., got up, 
brushed 
off s o m e d u s t and 


strolled unconcernedly over 
to 


where I crouched. 


He held out a comic book called 


"The Batman." I asked him if it 
was very exciting. 


'Just so-so," he said placidly, 


but it helps fill 
in the time." 


Then he strolled back l e a n e d 
against the bank and read on in 
search of adventure. 


There was a kind of symbolism 


in another book I saw on the desk 
of a major general the day one of 
his regiments had been roughly 
handled by the Reds. 


It was 'Tomorrow Will Be Bet- 
ter," by Betty Smith. 


"I haven't had a chance to look 


into it yet — been too busy," said 
the general grimly. 'But I sure 
like the title." 


There are almost endless stories 


of narrow escapes during the see- 
saw battle for 
'Atrocity 
hill," 


north of W^egwan on the Naktong 
river line. §o,}ne, are ajmost 
un- 


believable such as the story of 
two men who escaped 
by tem- 


porarily joining the Reds. 


"Two of our boys got lost dur- 


ing a fight," recalled Cpl. Wade 
M. Young of Savannah, Ga. 


'A column of 
enemy 
soldiers 


came by and they fell in line with 
them. They didn't know what else 
they could do. 


'They marched for 
about 
an 


hour until they saw 
a 
familiar 


landmark — dropped out of the 
column and made their way safe- 
ly to our lines." 


Lt. Donald Munro of Chicago, 


told of four other First cavalry di- 
vision troopers who were h e l d 
prisoner for 20 minutes and then 
saved by a counterattack 
while 


their captors still were 
arguing 


over whether to kill them. 


"The gooks took away t h e i r 


shoes, 
c i g a r e ts, 
rifles 
and 


ammo." he said. 'They also took 
a Bible from one man but after 
looking at it a moment gave it 
back. 


'One man said he heard 
them 


mention President 
Truman 
and 


another say, 'no kill.' 


'But before the Reds 
co u 1 d 


make up their minds our troops 
drove back and c h a s e d them 
away." 


Other 
American 
prisoners on 


Atrocity hill weren't so lucky. Be- 
tween 40 and 50 
were shot 
to 


death by the retreating Reds. 


Troops at the frontline have to 


strip down to the barest 
essen- 


tial gear. Only the 
things that 


help a man stay alive and fight 
can be carried into the assembly 
lines of the industry 
of 
death. 


But a soldier in one outfit who 


is an ardent golfer 
insisted 
on 


taking a golf club to battle. Most 
days he manages to get in about 
an hour of practice drives. 


Whenever he comes to a cucum- 


ber patch he puts down his pack 
and monchalantly tees off —using 
the 
cucumbers as 
golf 
balls. 
There is no need to cry 
'fore"

and even more so among the peo- 
ples of Asia where C o m m u n ist 
propaganda is expected to exploit 
the incident to the full. 
There also was the question which 
only foreign reaction can answer, 
whether MacArthur's value as the 
No. 1 American figure and mili- 
tary leader in the Far East may 
be impaired. 


In Asia, "face' ranks high in the 


motivations and reactions of 
the 
people. 


Would the Japanese, the S o uth 


Koreans and the unfriendly Com- 
munists of Asia interpret the in- 
cident to mean that MacArthur 
had been repreimanded by his su- 
perior. If so, it might endanger the 
vast prestige that has built up 
around the general. He might "lose 
face." 


The apprehension over loss of 


confidence by Asian 
people in 


American motives prompted Mr. 
Truman's restatement of 
official 


policy in his letter to Ambassador 
Warren R. Austin at United Na- 
tions headquarters. The W h i t e 
House made it public yesterday in 
announcing that the President per- 
sonally directed MacArthur to with- 
draw a statement that "war is in- 
evitable" unless Formosa is kept 
out of unfriendly hands. 


By contrast, Mr. Truman said 


again that the U. S. "has no de- 
signs on Formosa." and the ques- 
tion of its ultimate political con- 
trol is a matter for a future 
in- 


ternational settlement. 


The White House said Mr. Tru- 


man considered this closed the in- 
cident. It was evident, however, 
;hat repercussions would be heard 
at least through the domestic po- 
itical campaign. Republican critics 
already had charged the adminis- 
tration with "gagging" the far east- 
ern and U. N. commander. 


The latest dispute r e v o 1 v ing 


around MacArthur brought back 
into the open the sharp differences 
among some high diplomatic and 
nilitary officials over the 'course 
his country has pursued in Asia. 
What state department official ob- 
ected to was not so much Mac- 
Arthur's argument for a f i r m er 
policy as the manner in which he 
restated his argument. Their crit- 
icism was that he spoke out of turn 
at a critical time.
